Origin of the Nicene Creed. 


Let us go back to the year 326 A, 
D. By that time the bishops In the 
Church were claiming Apostolic au- 
thority. They were the ving Apos- 
tles, whose teachings were the voice 
of God. Dut these “Apostles” did 
not agree among themselves, as did 
the early Apostles, the real Apostles; 
for when we read the writings of the 
Aposties appointed by our Lord we 
Gnd that they all agree. But in the 
year 325 A.D. a positive stand wan 
taken as to bellef. The Council of 
Nicéz*Was called by Emperor Con- 
stantine, He was apparently a world- 
ly-wise man, and thought he could 
make a good stroke of policy by 
Joining in with the Christians, who 
were coming lo the front. : 

‘The Emperor was not baptized 
untll the day of his death, He 
merely professed Christianity for 
policy's sake. While we cannot 
judge his heart, still the policy idea 
was there surely, as evidenced all 
through the matter. In this year 
325, he sent out a call throughout 
the Empire tothe Bishops of the 
churches to come to the city of Nicea 
for a general convention, offering to 
pay all expenses. About 384 Bishops 
came together—far from the entire 
number. This conference was the 
tiret of what was called an Ecum- 
enical Church Council, 
one held» at. Jerusalem by the 
Aposties of Jesus themselves. This 
was cluimed to be another meeting of 
Apostles, The emperor, supposing 
tbat the Bishops were fully authbor- 
ized, as they professed, made sub- 
stantially the following proposition 
to them: 

You all claim to be Apostles, but 
you have different theories and dis- 
yentions among you, There seems io 
be something wrong. I will suggest 
what will set you all straight: I 
propose that in this Council you set 
forth your views as to what Is cor- 
rect, orthodox doctrine. Agree 
umongal yourselves us to what is this 
doctrine, and ahereafter whatever 
uball be taught contrary to these doc- 
trines shal) be heterodox—beresy. 
Further, have decided to unite with 
your Church, I want your support, 
and you need my support. When you 
Ket my support, the pagan peoples 
will flock ‘nto your Church — by 
hordes. 1 will back you up in your 
teachings, and all heretics shall bare 
a hard time in tbe Roman Empire. 
You make the Creed and declare 
what Is Orthodoxy, and then leave 
itx enforcement to me. I will attend 
to the heretics in this life, and you 
can tell them of their eternal rogst- 
ings throughout the future. ‘ 

Thus the Nicene Creed, the first o 
ibe great creeds, was formulated— 
by these self-appointed Apostolic Bi- 
shops, So between the Bjshops and 
the Emperor a heavy band. was laid 
upon the people. Being uneducated, 
the Church leaders bad them largely 
at their mercy.

English Bishops. The Testaments 
were then imported to Londo The 
people were anxious to get them. It 
was proposed that Dible clussex be 
started and educated men employed 
to read to the people. ‘.

They heard about the movement, and 
thes bought up the entire edition y 
and burned the books in front of St.

The Catho- 
lic Bishops were then practically 
forced to do likewise, and they issued 
the Douay Version for Catholics, 
giving their people the same warn- 
ings. Thus the influence of the Bible 
was largely nullified, 

But the Bible could not be fully 
put down. Later, the entire Scrip- 
tureg were translated into the various 
tongues of the people. After the be- 
ginning ‘of the Nineteenth Century 
education began. to be much more 
Beneral, and Bible Societies sprang 
up. People began to read for them- 
selves as never before. Since then 
auperatition has been gradually 
breaking down, and people dare to 
think, © Some are stil fettered by. 
superatition, but the number is les- 
sening, These creeds are so absurd 
that no intelligent minister, we be- 
Neve, would think of defending the 
creed of his own denomination. 

Instead of reading the Bible in the 
light of the creeds, we ure to read 
the creeds in the light of the Nible.

ST. LOUIS, 
providing for the segregation of ne 
groves in separate: blocks from the 
whites of St. Louis, voted on here to 
day were carried by-a vote of approx 
imately 52,000 to 17,000. 

Two ordinances were voted 
one providing that a white person or 
negro caunot become a resident ina 
block occupied entirely by those of the 
opposite cace, The other imposes the 
same restrictions on blocks where 75 
per cent. of one race live. 

The ordinances become effective in 
ten days, unless an injunction is ap 
plied for, whichis almost a certainty. 
Opponents of the ordinances say that 
they will carry the matter to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States.

TRACED IN FIRE. 
Glow Pictures Are Spectacular and 
‘ Easy to Make. 

To wake glow pictures forty parts of 
saltpeter are added to twenty parts of 
gum arable, and the whole fs dissolved 
in forty parts of water. An ounce or 
two of this mixture will be sufficient 
to prepare ‘a good many pictures. A 
few sheets of white paper should next 
be secured, and this should be rather 
thin, similar to that which ts used for 
typewriting. . 

Now take a clean pen and/draw the 
picture on the paper, using the solu- 
tion, which should be slightly warmed 
by standing the bottle in bot water. 
Anything may be delineated, the only 
essential point being that all the lines 
must connect. The final line should be 
drawn down to the corner of the sheet, 
and tills spot may be indicated with a 
Pencil cross. Hang the sheets up to 
dry, and when the process fs complete 
the Hnes are practically invisible, ~ 

To bring up the picture frst of all 
turn down the borders of the sheet of 
paper iu such a way that it Is. ralsed 
above the surface which will not be In- 
Jured by the slight smoldering of the 
paper, Get a match and light it, plac 
Ing the glowing end of the point where 
the pencil cross was made on the sheet, 

A frail of red fire will at once start 
to burn out the picture, following the 
lines which have been drawn, No other 
part of the design catches on tire sato 
that which has been treated with the 
solution. Finally the picture stands 
up fu strong black lines, and tbe effect 
is very curlous. There is absolutely no 
danger from fire in this little experi- 
ment—Cliereland Plain Dealer,

AN INSECT MARVEL. 
Gurioue and Complex ie the Tongue of 
the Butterfly. 

Of all the marvels in which the 
world of insect life is so rich pdne Is 
more curious and remarkable than the 
tongue of the butterfly. 

This %# always of Zreat length. 
When not in use it is colled like a 

watch spring in a fat spiral close to 
the head. But when the butterfly ris- 
its the Gower on which it feeds the 
tongue is uncotied. the tip inserted 
deep in the heart of the flower and the 

jaices sucked up. . 

The butterfly’s tongue really consists 
of two tubes. Each of these has a 
coscave inner face, whoso edges in- 
terlock one with the other, so as to 
form a third or central tube. 

In botterdles we have the bighest 
evelopment of the insect race. so far 
as beauty is concerned. In other re 

| spects, however, they do not hold so 
high a place. They are outranked in 
Intelligence by ants, bees and wasps 
and in perfection of external parts and 
mechanical excellence of the foints by 
beetles. 

The colors and patterns on the wings 
which make butterflies so beautiful! are 
due to the arrangements of innumera- 
bie scales that can be distinguished 
only with a powerful microscope. In 
some cases these scales are themselves 
colored. but often the effect of color is 
only optical, due to the reflection of 
light trom the delicate ridges on each 
scale. :

Str Charles Rivers-Wilson _ Ended 
Series of English. Heads of G.T.R.. 
While SirCharles Rivers-Wilson; 
who died a few days ago in London, 
known to Canadians chiefly for! hig: 
Presidency of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way from 1896 to 1909, during 
great period of expansion of: that 
Canadian highway, he had also 
distinguished. career in the service. of 
the Empire. Sir Charles was in 
ately connected with Major Eve’ 
Baring (now Lord Cromer) awhep 
that great administrator was fin> 
ancial adviser to the Khedive — 
Egypt during the troublesome tim 
of the British occupation. :. 
“Sir Charles was bornvin Eug! 
in \2831, educated at Eton andivat 
Balliol College, Oxford, from whieh 
he graduated in 1853,. and entered 
the Treasury in 1856, From’1874 to 
1394 he was Comptroller-General of 
the National Debt Office, and from 
1877' to 1879 Finance’ Minister. ‘of 
Egyot. ; Eas 


From 1875 to 1896 he was on-the 
Council of the Suez Canal Co., being 
closely ‘associated with de Lesseps. 
His service in Egypt with: the pre- 
sent Lord Cromer included member- 
ship on « commission of inquify, as 
the result of which ihe international 
control was extended to the enorm- 
ous landed property of the Khedive. 
Wilson and Cromer went to Egypt 
when the country was practically in- 
solvent and divided the burden of fin- 
ancing it, keeping {ts accounts and 
extending its sources of revenue. 
Sir Charles’ administration of the 
Grand Trunk was the last link of the 
old aystem of government from Lon~ 
don. His successor} the late Charles 
M. Hays, belonged this continent 
and was mainly responsible for the 
company’s policy of expansion, the 
most important feature of which was 
the bullding of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, This enterprise, which close- 
Jy associated the railway with the 
Government of Canada, brought Sir 
Charies to Ottawa on a memorable 
visit in 1903. Sir Charles appeared 
before the Railway Committee of the 
House of Commons and made a brief 
explanation of the company’s plans 
in a speech marked by the gulture 
and refinement of an English gentie- 
man, then turning the task ever to 
Mr. Hays, who made a vigoromg and 
lucid explanation. 
Sir Charles made many visits of 
inspection to this country, going over 
ibe system minutely, and in tha 
course of his travels meeting many 
of Canada’s most prominent men. His 
period as President reached from the 
lean and backward years of tha 
company until it took ita place along- 
side the most progressite and ef- 
cient rivals on the continent. 
The administration of the Grand 
Trunk under Sir Charles Rivers-Wil- 
son and his board was succesaful 
from the start. When he took office 
the net carnings were insufficient to 
pay fixed charges. Within two years 
the deficit had been paid off, and in 
the following year the company re- 
sumed payment of interest and divi- 
dends, Progress was then continuous 
and within eight years the receipts 
padvanced by 58 per cent. while the 
eapital account was only increased by 
6% per cent. and the fixed charges 
by 4% per cent.

Cost of Living Higher. 

The cost of living in Canada last 
Year was higher than in 1914, but not 
much so, says The Montreal Family. 
Herald and Weekly Star. The cost 
of a week's supply of 30 staple foods 
for the average working man’s fam- 
ily rose from $7.97 In 1914 to $8.13 
in 1915, an Increase of only 16 cents, 

In December normally the month 
when living is high, the index num- 
ber of the department of labor giving 
average wholesale prices* rose to 
162.4, as compared with- 155.8 for 
November and 137.6 for December, 
1914. The sharp rise for the month 
was due chiefly to advances in metals 
and metal products, refiecting a de- 
mand on the iron and steel industry 
for war munitions.

Late Blighta'and Potato Rot caused 
considerable damage Inst season to 
the potato crop particularly through- 
out the Eastern section of the contin- 
ent of America. In many Instances, 


the loss amounied.to 25% of the total 
trop. and more in certain localities: In 
- consequence, farmers were mnduced to 
part with thelr potatoes more Teadlly 
this winter owing to the high prices 
paid for this commodity for domestic 
use. This, {1 is probable, will result 
in tha scarcity of superior seed, since 
the .general practice is for farmers 
to use for that purpose the remainder 
of if potatoes In storage towards 
spring, Seeing that the crop was 
much diseased at the commencement 
of the season and considerably affect- 
ed by storage rots, and with all or 
most marketabld potatoes sold for 
table use the quality on band for seed 
purposes “Will be very Inferior, when 
the time for planting comes. 

We would, therefore urge farmers to 
immediately reserve for seed purposes 
the quantity, and a little more to,make 
allowance for further losses through 
rot, required for seed “purposes, These 
should be hand selécted tubers, sound. 
and (ree from any/sign of rot or decay. 
of uniform size and pure tn variety.

+ CIVIL WAR PLOTS. 


Canada Has Her Own Rocord of 
Breaches of Neutrality. 

In Great Britain and Canada— 
{and especially in the English press 
since the burning of the Parliament 
Buildings at Ottawa—the © United 
States has been criticized because’of 
the long series of German plots 
hatched there. It has been pointed 
out by some American papers, how- 
ever, that during the American Ciril 
War Canada was guilty of worse ¢ail- 
ures tg enforce neutrality than any 
so far recorded in this war, and ft fs 
very interesting to recall the par- 
Uculars of these occurrences. 5 

+ The attack on St. Alban’s, Ver- 
mont, a little town on the border, im 
the autumn of 1864, was one of the 
most notable of Confederate plots ‘or 
raids engineored In Canada, A num- 
ber of Southern refugees planned to 
selzo American vessels: on Lake 
Erie and Ontario, and actually’ did: 
seize two, which they ‘plundered. 
Following thie, twenty-three. South- 
erners, undeg command of Bennett 
H. Young, an ox-Confederate soldier, 
crossed from Canada abd raided’ Bt. 
Alban's. They plundered three ief 
the local banks, shot one.of the 
cashiers, and escaped to Canada-with 
$233,000 booty. Fourteen’ of these 
men Were arrested, andthe Anterfcar 
Government demanded their éktradi- 
tion, They were acquitted apd ‘@is- 
charged from custody on ical 
grounds by Judge Cottsol'ot: t- 
real, although about $90,000 of the 
cash taken at St. Alban’s wis’ found 
in their pockets when they Were, ar-" 
rested. This was returned to them, 
but eventually had to be acegunted 
for and paid by the Canadian Gér- 
ernment. 

After their disebarge by Judge 
Coursol, several of them were re- 
arrested and tried before the Super- 
for Court at Montreal. It waxclain- 
ed.on thelr behalf that’ they.had 
throughout acted under instructions 
from the Confederate Govérument.

RUSSIANS POURING 


BANY ARE COMING FROM(THE 
U. 8. TO WESTERN CANADA, 








New Settlers in tho North-West Hate 
Spent a Considerable Time Across 
the Line, and Will Make Fino 
Citizens—Tho Western Peoplo 
Expect to Benefit Greatly From 
{Increased Trade With the Rus- 
sian Empire. 


T seems more than likely that we 
shall soon have a great deal 
more to do with our friends, the 
Russians, than we bad a year or 
two ago, says Aubrey. Fullerton 

in The Toronto Star Weekly. Partly 


as a result of the war and partly 
from other causes, wo will feel this 
new contact in at least two ways—in 
increased tradc relations with our bis 
ally over the sea, and in an early 
increase of Russian immigration. 
Even now it is time for us to get bet- 
ter acquainted with our new friends, 
both as prospective customers and 
probable neighbors. 

As a matter of fact, Russian im- 
migration into the Canadian West 
has already begun. Twenty families, 
of usual generous proportions, , are 
now locating in the farming country 
of Northern Alberta, where they Ond 
conditions much to their liking, and 
thix first movement is to be followed 
by others now preparing. These new 
settiers are not coming, to be sure, 
from Russia itself, but from the 
United States. The twenty families, 
who intend settling {in acolony of 
theit own, moved In from California 
{n Decomber, and presumably have 
been several years out from the-mo- 
ther country. Furthor arrivals aro 
expected from, various Russian set- 
tloments in th} Eastern States, the 
nown having spread to them all that 
Canada has free lands to give. But 
whilo this first immigration is there- 
fore not by way of escape or relief 
from war-swept Europe, there Is no 
doubt that It is being quickened vory 
considerably by the fact that Russia 
an wnada are partners in the war, 
and the good feeling thus resulting 
between them brings results of its 
own, 

War or no war, Russian farmers 
make.very good settlers, ‘and the 
West can safely receive a reasonable 
number of them. As with every 
other nationality, the experiment of 
Canadianizing the Russians works 
out more smoothly and satisfactorily 
on the farm than in the city, and 
there have already been some cases 
of signal success in that direction in 
the West. 
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oc a certaln big Hussian farmer net 
far from Calgary, Cav. Uf I. Fuan- 
elll is bis name, and be has assoc- 
jated with him one Perelstrous,’as 
un-Canadian names as one could 
wish to work on. Fuanelli was an 
engineer in his own country, and 
when he came to Canada a few years 
ago he at once proceeded to apply'to 
the business of farming the same big 
push that he had formerly applied to 
rallroading and bridge-building. He 
bought some 4,000 acres of jand in* 
the Bassano district, gave his farm 
a good Russian name to remind him

Canada has ejther the means or the 
Inclination to do farming on a‘scale 
Itke this, but something of ihe same 
pluck, enterprise, and adaptiveness: 
characterizes nearly all of the bet- 
ter class Russian immigrants whe 
go on farms. If they have op! 
homestead in the bush, or a strétc 
of bald prairie, they have the knack 
—if they are the right kind—of 
schooling themselves thereupon fnato 
future citizens. As to the quality of 
the new immigration now setting in, 
it seems to be reasonably safeguard- 
ed by the good standing of the men 
who are acting as promoters and or- 
ganizers, : 

On the other contact between Can- 
ada and Russia, that of increased 
trade relations, C. F. Just Is the chief 
authority. Soon after the outbreak 
of the war he made a tour of Russia 
as trade commissioner from Canada, 
and bia reports to Ottawa indicate 
very excellent opportunities for nem, 
business after the war, or even now. 
It will pay us well, thinks Mr. Just, 
to keep our eyes on this now trade 
prospect,.out of which a great aad’ 
Profitable market may come. : 

The same West that will receive 
several thousand new . Russian set- 
tlers is Interested In this prospective 
trade question, but from a different: 
angle than the rest of Canada. If 
eastern manufactures, for instance, 
are in demand in Russia after the 
war, they will most naturally seek a, 
market in European Russia, and will, 
be shipped across the Atlantic. Bat 
thd West is looking more particular- 
ly to Siberia, which it will reach by 
tho trans-Pacific route. That vast, 
balf-known, but now awakening 
country will give a market, it Is be- 
lleved, which disorganised Europe 
cannot hope to supply, but which 
America can very well supply. 

In some physical respects, North- 
ern Siberia corresponds very. oly. 
with North-Western Canada, and ‘a 
better trade understanding will fol-, 
low on that account. Some of the 
things that Siberia wants and will 
presently ask for in greater quanti- 
tles than ever before, are directly! in, 
the lines that the Western Provinces 
can_supply particularly well.

War Fund expenditures, the total was only $11,353,883, as against $11,819,-

Select tart apples, pare and core them 
and cut In quarters. Three large ap- 
ples should make six dumplings. ‘Tho 
dough fs made aa follows: Two and a 
half cupfuls of flour, one heaping tea- 
spoonful of baking powder and une tea. 
spoonful of salt. Sift these ingredicuts 
together. Rub two-thirds’ cupful of 
lard into (be four-and mix with enough 
cold water to make a dough which can 
be easily bandied. Divide the dough 
in six parts and roll each part out 
large enough to hold the apples. When 
the dongh is rolled put the apples in 
the center and fold the dough orer it, 
pinching the ends together. Bake in

WOODEN STREETS. 


Remarkable Physical and Civic Pe- 
cullarities of Prince Rupert. 

The three principal water gates tB 
Alaska are Seattle, Vancouver, and 
Prince Rupert, the new terminal of 
the Grand Truok Pacific Railway, 
writes Frank G; Carpenter. 

The farthest north is Prince Ru- 
bert, destined to be a link in the 
shortest route around the world as 
soon as the coming of peace permita 
the projected establishment of new 
ateamshbip lines to the Orient. This 
scheme has been held up by the war. 
Prince Rupert eventually will cut 
down the present steamship trip 
across the Pacific more than 300 
miles. 

! Seven years ago the site of this 
city was a forest, Pines and cedars 
; covered the molntains and to-day the 
stumps rising out of the sloping 
| town lots look like the black bristles 
on an unshaven chin. The town has 
16.000 people. I venture it has more 
| than 60,000 stumps. The stumps aro 
“trooted.{n the crevices of the bed 
‘rock and the space between them {s 
matted with muskeg, a mossy vegeta- 
tion two or three feet in depth that 
holds the water like a sponge, and 
j Makes it Impossible to go across 
country without thick boots or rub- 
| bers. The muskeg covers the whole 
region about {t and was one of the 





dificulties that had to be conquered 
ip laying out and building the city. 

Another and still greater difficulty 
was blasting the rocks from the 
aldes of the hills and making level 
places upon which streets might ‘be 
lad and houses be built. The site 
was all rocky mountain and every 
bit of the town is founded on the 
bed rock. The soese base had to 
be blasted from the“hides of “the 
hills and built up in the yalleys. 
The same is true of the roadways in 
the business part of the town, the 
whole having required proportion- 
ately almost as much grading and 
blasting as the Culebra Cut of the 
Panama Canal, 

The place is so rough that to 
build solid roads through it would 
bankrupt the city many times over 
and so the roadways are. wooden, 
looking like lines of bridges. 

The town believes in municipal 
ownership. It has a bydro-electric 
plant that cost more than $500,000, 
from which it not only supplies the 
several public utilities, hut it also 
sells power to factories and {ndivid- 
uals at $13 per borse power per 
annum. The town has [ts own tele- 
phone and electric light plants. The 
telephone rates to business bouses 
are $4.60 per month and the plant 
Days a profit to the municipal treas- 
ury. 

Prince Rupert believes in the 
single tax, and the most of the rev- 
enues of the city come from a tax on 
land only. Improvements pay no- 
thing. The Prince Rupert Hotel, for 
instance, cost $125.000 to build. 
is on a lot 100x200, and this lot is 
valued at $50,000 /The tax is levied 
on the lot only. There is nothing 
paid on the buliding. Just across the 
way Is a vacant lot of the same size 
and it pays just as much taxes an the 
big hotel. The result is that people 
cannot afford'to hold valuable real 
eatate without they improve it. 

Prince Rupert started with a 
boom. It was all planned and parti- 
ally developed before a single lot 
was offered for sale. The Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway decided upon 
}@ site and sent ita engineers to clear 
| the land, level the bilis, and Jay out 
| the elty. 

There is no doubt that’ Prince 
Rupert {s bound to be a city of con- 
siderable size. The people believe 
that it will be @ great port and that 
within a abort time after peace is do- 
clared it will start on ita way to be- 
[ze 8 city of 100,000 or more,

Old Oyster Bod Revived. . 

A Moribund oyster farm in Corn- 
wall bas been bought by the Duchy 
of Cornwall with a view to stimulat- 
ing the industry, increasing tbe. na- 
tional food supply, and providing em- 
Ployment for a large number of men 
after the war. The farm is.on the 
Helford River, and is being develop- 
fed under the direction of a Cam- 
bridge professor, who is an acknow- 
ledged authority on the subject.. A 
century ago the oysters of Helford 
were famous, bul before the present 
revival the fishery had almost ceased 
to exist, The present output amounts 
to some 600,006 oysters, and it is es- 
tithated that In about four years’ 
, time the production will reach some 
| millions annually. His Majesty the 

King refuses to eat any other oyster, 
and when in town has a consignment 
of the Cornish bivalves sent to the 
Palace.

Eventu- 
ally be became an organist, though 
this efforts in this direction were 
never of exactly a professional char- 
deter. 

During bis course at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, “Jimmie” Jones, an

tion of the first) University Song 
Bost. He was chairman of the com- 
mittee that prepared it, did most of 
the work of compilation himself, con- 
tributed several of the tunes em- 
bodied in it, and was one of three 
trustees (the other two being Major- 
General Mercer, U.B., and John D. 
Spence) to whom the property was 
deeded in trust after the book was 
publighed. Jt was a huge success and 
Teficcted xreat credit on its origin- 
ator, ee 

Incidentally it ‘may not be uninter- 
esting to note that after furnishing 
Pecuniary support to the University 
Glee Club for many years, the old 
song book is goins to finish its career 
in avery helpful and appropriate 
way. A fund of about $500 is in the 


t hands of the trustees, derived from 


rosaltier accruing [rom the sale of- 


“| the book, and this sum is now to be 


devoted tothe publication of a small, 
pocket-size song book for soldiers. 
This little volume, like the original 
University Song Dook, will, of course, 
be very largely. if not entirely, com- 
piled by Mr. Jones, 

The existence of the present 
Church of England bymn book was 
dug very largely to hix initiative. 
Anyone who takes the trouble to read 
the preface to that excellent work 
will not fail ta note how frequently 
his name appears in the proceedings 
of Synod Jeading up to the publica- 
tion of the book. He agitated for it 
long and earnestly, and at last had 
his desires gratified. He wan ap- 
j pointed chairman of the Hymn -Book 
, Committee, and personally superris- 
ed the carrying through of the pro- 
ject from beginning toend. In his 
house in Lawrence Park there now 
bangs framed a beautifully engross- 
ed testimonial signed by dignitaries 
of the Church expressing high ap- 
preciation of his services in this con- 
nection. 

However, Jamer Edmund Jones is 
ho narrow churchman, and, where 
bymns are concerned, he is an avow- 
ed Jatitudinarian. let any sect or 
denomination suggest the advisabil- 
ity of a new hymnal and he is 
promptly on the spot, ready to volun- 
teer suggestions and offer the. com- 
Pilers the benefit of his wide know- 
ledge of the subject. It ia this beau- 
tiful enthusiasm foribe thing that 
constitutes ita purauit. with hima 
real hobby. Others mizht feel in- 
clined to make a business of hymn- 
beok compilation. He enjoys it thor- 
oughly. The Methodists have made 
him an honorary member of their 
liymn-Dook Committee, and the 
Presbyterians are glad to have the 
benefit of his assistance. What he 
can't tell them about hymns is hard-

| vince tbat bave recently been deret- 
Oped and named. The map is well 
printed. The color work is not too 
bright and the printing very clear. 
In addition to the map, the canvas 
contains wu number of statistics about 
Ontario. The extent of the Province 
is given, with {ts population and 
chief centres. There are also facts 
about the geology, the minerals, the 
agriculture, the forest resources, the 
waterpower, and the educational sys- 
tem, which will be useful to people 
who are making any study of the 
Province. The mup is in every way 
a splendid one. The rapid growth of 
Ontario makes it necessary to issue 
new mapa ut brief intervals in order 
j to have them accurate. The newest 
one {s among the best thathave been 
so far prepared.

Charge ¢ of Marder 
Made by Billing 


Aviator. H. P.’s *s Dramatic Utter-

LONDON, March 23.—Noel Pember- 
top "Billing, who was recently elected 
to Parliament after a campaign Ip 
which he demanded sweeping changes 
in’ Great Britain's air defznce meth- 
ods, -stirred the House of Commons 
this afternoon with an arraignment of 
tho British = air service, which he 
charged with ineMiclenéy. He asserte? 
that a blundering policy ‘n construc 
tion. has* been responsible for ihe 
deaths of many office) who had been 
“murdered” rather. than Killed, and he 
declared that the Earl of Derby was 
not quallfed for appointment aa chalr- 
man of the ‘committee tn control of, 
alr defence becaiise he was not well 
informed on the subject. - site 

Mr. Pemberton. Billing said that 
within ‘the next fow years the bir 
nattons would possess from 100,000 to 
200,000 acroplances with wnrea the ay 
would be blackened, whilo even the 
smaller nations which were unable to 
afford battleships would be able to 
maintain fleeta of aircraft which codt 
only from £100 to £200 antece. 

Harold .J. -Tennant, parllamentary 
under-secretary for war, replied that 
Mr. Pemberton Dilling’s charges were 
grotesquely absurd and untrue, and 
he argued that tho commander-in-chief 
at the front was thoroughly satisfied 
with the atr service, while the word 
“murder” -In connection’ with tho 
deaths of airmen nover should have 
been used. 

Mr.-Pemberton Billing axain sprang 
to bis fect, saying: “?t repeat tho 
statement, ond if Mr. Teunant wishes 
to challenge 11'3 will produce such evi- 
dence as will shock tho House.” 

Mr, Tennant retorted that the mem- 
ber had done tittle to justify his charge 
of “murier.” 

Nothing .furthor developed in the 
Commons in connection with Mr. Pem- 

eberton Billing’s “murder” charge, but 
in the House of Lords the Duke of 
Devonshire, replying to a question by 
Baron Beresford on the same subject,! 
said: “No authentic record exists of 
any officer losing his life through a 
funlty machine, although two officers 
were killed while making Important 
experiments.” lt

rized for his statement, saying that

They Like British Law. ° 


Encouragins reports are being ro- 
eeired as to conditions fn the con- 
quered German South Weat African 
territory. No little surprise appears 
to have been created among the gen- 
eral population by the manner in 
which British juatico has beon dis- 
penced since the “great surrender,” 
especially in ‘tha direction of catab- 
lishing a state of equality before the 
law as between Germans and natives.

Thut the body needs proteins and en- 
ergy metabolism, hus jong been recog- 
tized, but not erery one js attare of 
the Importagce of the body's need for 
mineral substance. 

Mineral foods are as necessary to 
physical well being as are those fur- 
alsuing nltrogen or energy. 

Contractility and frritability of mus 
cle tissue are dependent in some way 
upon certaln inorganic salts. The 
rhythmical beating of the heart, ac- 
cording to the most modern medical 
science, {ts controlled by calcium, 
sodium and possibly potassiom pres- 
ent in the blood In the tlsues, and tt 
is known that tbe retention of sulphur 
and phospborus within the body run 
parallel to the retention of »protein; 
also that the regulation of tbe alkalin- 
ity of the Livod.is accomplished, in 





bl part at least, through.tbe phosphates, 


The blood and otber fluids must be 
kept alkaline through a balance be- 
tween acid and base decomposition 
products in metabolism, 

Vegetables are sources of mineral 
foods.

‘At one o'clock in the morning on 
the 27th ist.’ Parliament ‘decided 
against direct prohibition on 2 yote’ 
of 67 to 46, and in favor of_ an 
amendment submitted by R.> B. 
Bennett, of Calgary, which provides 
thatthe question of — prohibition 
shall be left to the Provinces, but 
that ‘provincial prohibition will be 
confirmed and strengthened by Fed- 
eral legislation. are peeps 

‘The amendment of Mr! Bennett, 
of Calgary, which disposed of the 
Proposition to enact a Federal pro- 
hibition Jaw, is :to all intents: and 
Purposes. similar to ‘the bill intro- 
duced the other day by the Minis- 
ter of Justice, Mr. Doherty. It 
protects from outside interference 
the ‘Province that adopts prohibi- 
tion. If a Province wants to rid 
itself of liquor entirely, and wants 
to prohibit importation of liquor 
from 2 Province where there is li- 
cense permitting the sale of liquor, 
the Bennett amendment: provides 
the machinery, to make such a thing 
possible. But it lays down~ the 
principle that each Province must 
deal with the liquor problem accord- 
light. In ~ other 
words, Mr. Bennett's measure car- 

ries to a logical conclusion the doc- 
trine of local option. “If the people 

of. Quebce or Ontario, or. of any 
other Province really want absolute 

prohibition, the measure helps them 

to get it? If they don’t want abso- 
lute prohibition, it will not impose 
.it upon them. 

The vote upon the question was 
not 2 strictly, party one, though 
nearly so, as some half dozen on 
both sides found themselves in op- 
Position to the great majority of 
those with whom they usually act. 

Among the Conservatives who 
voted figainst the Government were 
—Licut.-Col. George Wy, Fowler, 
Kings; Wright, of Muskoka; Bro-

It is 
generally recognized that a number of 
diveases, prominent ainong which are 
typhold fever'and amoebic dysenters—

tates, bat found also In the United 
Stetes—ere contracted through contam- 
inated water’ or.contaminated food. 
Theréfore a supply of pure water will 
eliminate one ‘of the sources of such 
infection, 

-it‘ls highly desirable to obtain sup | 
pllés-of domestic water from sources 
other than the shullow. wells, some of 
them-open, that are found near many 
houses. ‘The water obtafued from deep 
wells Las percolated through sands and 
other waterial for so great a distance 
that-its impurities Lave been removed 
by dltration, and It possesses a sant- 
tary value that cannot well be orcres- 
‘timated, for such water {s free from 
tbo bacteria causing typhold fever and 
the protezuz causing amocble dysen: 
tery, and its use obviules the necessity 
for shallow wells that may serve aya 
breeding place for Anopheles, the mus- 
quito to which malarial fufections is 
due.—Geological Surrey Bulletin.

By 22 Builets 


NEW YORK, March 20.—Private 
Robert Kirton, of the Britten army, 
who has been serving in Western 
France as a tlespaich rider since last 
April, arrived today on the Anchor 
liner Tuscanla wearing o steel Jacket 
to replace the seven ribs he had tost 
through being hit by bullets on August 
4.1915. He wax awarded the Distin- 
guished: Service Medal, and was ac- 
companiol hy his bride, a young Eng: 
Hahwoman, to whom he had been en- 
Raged for some years 

On August 14 he waa carrying de- 
“patches: when he mistook the road 
and rode into the German lines on a 
motorcycle. After managing to burn 
lis despatches, Kirton got in the Hue 
of machine-gun fire, and when he wax’ 
found by the French troops and taken 
to a fleld hospital the surgeon ex- 
tracted twenty-eight small bullets 
from his bedy. 

Frevious to August 14, Kirton was 
wounded carrying despatches past a 
point known as “Suicide Corner,” xo- 
called because so many men had been 
killed there, The Dritish Government 
fave Kirton. $50 to pay his passage 
to Pittsburg, and passengera on the 
Tuscania presented to him a purse of 
$45 on Monday night at the concert 
fin the second cabin.
